No doubt you will recall, on my last vis NO wea WE 
we discussed the building of two schools, one at 
Road, and one at Lake Helen. Unfortunately, material and 
supplies cannot be purchased for these two schools and con- 
sequently, we will have to wait until next year. 


However, I have just received a phone call from the 
Fairbanks-Morse, who assured me that the oil heaters I 
ordered for the Mobert Indian Day School, should reach Port 
Arthur not later than the 15th of this month. He said that 
he would set aside two for the Pic School and two for the 
Mobert School. The approximate amount of oil which I presume 
each school would use would be ten barrels. It will cost 
approximately .17¢ per gallon, f.o.b. Schreiber, so the cost 
of the heating will be just about on a par with fuel wood, 
which is so hard to get. J was looking through my files but 
cannot find any letter from you authorizing the purchase of 
the oil heaters, 


If our funds are getting low, we could eliminate the two 
heaters for the Pic Indian Day School. Fairbanks-Morse 
advise they will let me know the approximate cost very short- 
ly. I believe the stoves will cost in the neighbourhood of 
$75.00 each. This price, of course, includes a reduction of 
25% on cost price. fFairbanks-Morse promised to let me know 
the exact cost in a few days and I will drop you another line. 
I thought possibly I should write direct to you, as I had 
taken the mtter up with you personally. 


I do hope I will be able to get down sometime later this 
fall and have a good long talk with you, as there are many 
things I would like to discuss. With very kind personal regards, »»

The position 
I would like to be in, is thie, that if this girl 
should run short of cash before she would get through 
in Normal, could the Department help out. She is an 
Indian Oprhan girl, and if the Vepartment could arrange 
to help her , in the event of help being required, I am 
eure it would be very much appreciated by her. 


Mies Donald dose not now that I am asking 
this, but it is because of lookinz ahead that | think 


she will oe ehort. It is because she ie go anxious to 
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try that 1 would like the Department to help 
her if necessary. 


The consideration of the vepartment 
would be very much appreciated. 


I should also state that 1 have 
heen receiving applications from a teacher, 
Mies Mary «.

Sir,- 

With regard to the school at Moose Point, 
King's Bay,which has been named "Kanonsiyo" or Happy Home 
I may say that the building in which they held school 
last year wae not available and the school was moved to 
Mr.Joe Sandy's house on lot 55,Con.7. There were eleven 
children in attendance the day I was there and everything 
seemed to indicate that especially good work was being 
done. Children who did not know a work of English a year 
ago had learned to speak it fluently and were reading well 
from the Second Book. Nearly all the pupils could count 
to 100,they were doing small sums and some of them were 
learning to multiply. 

The teacher,Mise Tobey,likes her work very 
much but finde that the long walk to the school in the Fall 
and Winter has so impaired her health that she considers 
handing in her resignation. As she appeared to be making 
such eplendid progress and seemed exceptionally able,I ueed 
my. best endeavours to induce her to reconsider her plan and

I can get a man,an Indian of Parry Island 
qualified to superintend the work ,an who wopld do all that is 
required and pay the men etna T for $400.00,a11 materials to be 
supplied by the Department.This,I think is the better way of 
getting work done,as the Indian,when put on time without somebody 
being respensible,I have found that he is careless of his time 
and net too at tentive to his work.The labour could be procured at 
Meose Deer Point,so that @11 wages would be spent among the Indians. 


The teacher's house which is a leg one should be 
chinked and plastered,also the the eves and gable cased in,and 
the shingles stained,also the gable ends painted and the logs part 
lime-washed. 


There is a fence required for the school grounds 
as ca tle and horses stampe@d through the grounds,when the 
children are at play and are a source of danger to the children. 


The grounds are about one and a quarter acres in 
exgent.The band wil} provide the fence posts,if the Department 
will provide the fencing and staples. 


This school is situated in a nice bay and is 
the source of attraction for tourists in that vicinity,se much so 
that seme of the summer residents provide prizes for the pupils. 


Should the Department want to add this school te 
my agency,I will do all that is in my power to see that it cets

I would re@emmend that a school inspector be 
asked to visit th school at least ence a year,either from 
Muskoka or Parry Sound District.

Ae you are aware, our decision not to operate the 
Moose Deer Point Day School but to have the children 
attend the provincial school was in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Parliamentary Committee that Indian 
children be educated in association with other children, 


I do not believe Miss Williams hase been teaching 
more than 5 or 8 children at the most. It would hardly 
be fair to expect the Department to continue paying for 
her services when she will possibly have only 2 or 3 
children, 


I note that the greatest distance which would have 
to be walked by these children is a little over a mile, 
There are to-day many other Indian and White children of 
similar age walking this distance or farther daily to 
school,

An inspection of the Moose Deer Point Indien reserves 
was recently made 9nd during the course of my visit I walked through 
from the Twelvemile Bey Indian settlement to the new Twelvemile Bay 
School. It is a good half-hour walk through the bush to the school 
from this point end I presume for amell children it would take them 
proportionately longer, The trail is in fair condition in some 
Places but at seversl points is wet and swampy end needs brushing 
out. The time and distance from King's Bay or Wat ~Weah-Toysee 
settlement is longer but the trail is in feir condition, 


At the time of my visit, there were five Indian children 
and three white children in attendance and two more Indien children 
will begin school September 25th, when their perents' work at a nearby 
Lodge is completed for the sesson, At the present time, the residents 
of King's Bay are employed in the fruit ereas but on their return, I 
hope to be able to persuede them to heve their children attend as well 
of which there sare at lease five of school age, 


In an effort to promote and maintain a good attendence, 
as well #3 essist the younger children, would it be possible to obtain 
suthoPity to purchase cocoa, milk, suger snd ne ssibly soup to provide 
e hot beverage at noon for them during the winter months. As there is 
no wey of getting these supplies in et minimum cost during the winter, 
it would be necessary to make the purchase of sufficient supplies for 
sy five months, sometime during the letter part of October, 


In addition, I believe, for 9n expenditure of approxinetely 


ee eeeree 
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$50.00 arrangements could be made with two or three of 

the older men to brush out the trails end fill in the swempy 
sections, This, of course, would fulfil the dusl purpose of 

helping the progress of the smell children and also provide 

4 sm9l1l smount of employment for 9 few of the Bend who have 

little means of obtaining a livelihood and vould assist in 

providing them with a "grub steke” this fell, The latter suggestion 
is more of a welfare project than en educational one, 


School Inspector, Mr. Roy C. Cassie, was rather 
hesitant this fell sbout making any srrangement to place e tescher 
at this school, due to the fact that there are only sbout four white 
children in the neighborhood this year to attend, However, st my 
request, and on the promise I would endeavour to have at lesst 
seven Indien children attend, he has very kindly placed » young 
married women, Mra, Ooneh Crawford, snd resident of that area, in 
charge of the school. While not e certified teacher, she is apparently 
quslified to some extent to teach end sppears to be doing good work, 


May I please have your comments and recommendations,

I have about 8 more children starting to school and there- 
fore we have to enlarge our class-room, We have to use 

the teacher's living room to enlarge the classroom, There- 
fore the teacher will have no etopping place, There is no 
place for clergymen or inspectors to stop. The chief would 
like to know if you would build a small cottage with about 
4 rooms. I spoke about getting out timber but théy have 
it. All of that is the liceneees. We are putting a stone 
foundation under the school this summer, We have no mater- 
ial for repairs at all, In the firet place there was not 
enough to finish theschool.

Mr, Bert Sullivan, teacher of the Moose Decr Point 
Indian Day gchool, in his annual report for the fiscal year 
ended Maroh 31st, last, states that it is necessary to enlarge 
the olass-room, as there are a further number of children who 
will attend in the near future, He states that it is necessary 
to use the teacher’s living room to enlarge the school-room, 
The Department understands from his report that the Indians 
would do the work of enlarging the school, if they were 
supplied with the necessary material, and the teacher would 
like to have a small four roomed cottage built to provide 
living quarters for himself. He also states that they in- 
tend to put a stone foundation under the school this summer, 


1 have to request that you will be good enough to 
furnish a report setting forth your views as to what you con- 
sider would be required to be done to the present building to 
provide @lass-room accommodation for all the Indian children 
who would attend, and also to provide suitable living quarters 
for the teacher, As the timber on this reserve is under 
license, you should state where the necessary material re- 
quired for the above purpose could be Obtained and also 
state the approximate cost of supplying the quantity of 
lumber and other material required, 


Good results are being accomlisned at this school 
and the Department is anxious to assist in any way that it 
can to provide educational facilities for the Indian chil- 
drene 


You will be good enough to look into this matter 
thoroughly and report at an early date, giving full particulars 
as requsted, It is presumed that any labour required would 
be performed by the Indians, if the Department supplies the

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 19th instant regarding the material to be supplied by 
the Department in the erection of a house for a teacher's 
residence at Moose Deer Point. 


In reply I beg to say that you should arrange to 
purchase the material required as per the quantities sub- 
mitted by you, four copies of which list are enclosed here~ 
with. You should obtain competitive prices from a number of 
dealers handling these supplies, which prices should include 
deliver of the material at Moose Deer Point, and you should 
purchase from the firm quoting the lowest price. The Indians 
should be instructed to proceed with the ereotion of the log 
walle of the building of the dimensions mentioned by you, namely 
18 by 24 feet. You should see that the logs are laid in a 
substantial manner, with provision for windows and doors. As 
soon as the above material arrives the balance of the work 
should be proceeded with, in order that it can be complated 
and the building finished as soon as possible. You should 
oversee this work from time to time and see that it is being 
properly performed, 


When the material is purchased and delivered you 
should forward properly certified vouchers, in duplicate, cover- 
be the expenditure inourred, to whioh you should attach the 
prices received by you with the names of the various dealers 


whom you asked for a quotation. 


The Department will expect you to see that the 
Indians hurry on the work and that there is no delay in having 
the buildi completed. It is not considered necessary to 
forward a plan of the building. The building inside should 
be suitably partitioned off to provide quarters for bedrooms, 
dining room, kitchen, eto. 


You should also arrange for the removal of the

I am sorry to have to bother you on the above matter, but the 
M.S.C.C. auditors in Toronto are paying us @ visit on Monday and Tuesday next week, and 
have requested that certain information be made available for them. In regard to the 
item above mentioned, I think I can do no better than quote from the letter received from 
the audit firm this morning: 


"While you were absent in Saskatoon, I was inquiring from Mr. Forward about the receipt of 
the Dominion Government Grant for the Indian day school at Moose Factory. It is necessary 
to obtain the amount of this grant in order to prepare our financial statement for the 
Moose Factory day school in connection with the Province of Ontario Grant to the school. 


Mr. Forwaré ingquired from the Treasury Department of the Indian Affairs branch and they 
informed him that for the year 1946 a grant of $620.00 was paid in connection with the grant 
to the day school, Mr. Forward was not able to trace the receipt of this money at the 
Ottawa office, and we could find no trace of receipt of it at M.S.6.C., Toronto.

If 
I am privileged to get down to Ottawa this Winter I will 
pring the H. B. C. a/c with me and I think you will, like 
myself, be disgusted with them for allowing accts- to run 
up to such figures. Their only excuse, when I remon~ 
strated with them was that th®were under the impression the 
Indian Dept. were supporting the school, put even supposing 
they were, they had no right to presume upon thate 

From an educational standpoint wery good work 
was done, but the cost was cruel. 

After deducting the grant kindly made by 
the Dept. of $1500. for equipment the Diocese will be res-~- 
ponsible for over $1000. including the extra items mention- 
ed above, but for this the H. Be C. will have to wait. 
Had I done in Athabasca what Mr. Holland and Oxley did at 
Moose I should have been made responsible for every cent I 


had spent over the sum allowed.

eaeeeseeesoeee The only fault I found with Mr. Oxley's work 
was the outrageous expenditure.- As you will see from the 
details of the accts., nothing was spared. And I was 
assured that the two Indian girls they had in the kitchen 
were carrying off provisions and other things wholesale. 
In no other way could they have used all the flour and 
sugar but especially 112 gall. of coal oil.

at present available ($400.00) the Department would be pleased 


to avail itself of his services, 

The Rev. Mr. Nethercott, the Methodist Missionary 
at Moraviantown anifather of the young man, has wrdt*en the 
Department, saying that Yr. Gordon had sent him ite letter 
and that his son would not accept the school at less than 
$500 a year. He is said to have a First-Class Certificate 

ut the only recommendation the Department has is from his 

ather. The B4nd pays the salary and, if it were increased 
to $500, they should be consulted, if it was to be oharged 

against them. 

J. Pliny &. Nethercott, for whom the application 
is made, is at present teaching at Shetland, Onte, and I do 
not see how he could take the Indian school at onoe as he 
would be required to give reasonable notice. 

There is ample opportunity for a good teacher to 
make a success in the Moraviantown school. There are about 
sixty children of school age on the reserve, all f¥¥veweg within 
easy access of the school. The last quarterly return shows 


that 
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that there wore 48 pupils enrolled, with an average attendance 


of only 23. Nearly all the pupils are in the lower standards, 


35 being in the third or lower standards. The Moraviantown 
Indians are all Methodists and with the Pather as missionary 
and the son as teacher they should be able to secure a regular 
attendance and better results, if they were suf “iciently 
interested in the education of the children to exert themselves. 
On the other hand, as this young man is the son of the Mission 
ary, it might be difficult to keep him up to his work, if he 

vas inclined to be negligent. 

It seems to me that the Department should have further 
information about this young man before engaging him at this 
rate , which would be the highest salary paid to any day school 
teacher by the Department. It would notbe too much to pay to 
a teacher who had proved himself successful, but until we have 
evidence of his ability and earnestness, the Department would 
be taking chances. I would sugrest that he be asked to apply 
by letter underhis own hand, tating his age, experience, phy- 
sical condition and inclosing his testimonials. He should 
also state when he could take charge of the school, if his 
sertioces were acoepted. It is for the Department to say 
whether it would pay $500 as an initial salary. The school ts

In acoordance with instruotions received 

I visited the Moraviantown Indian sohool on the 16th ult. 

There are 62 ohtiiren of sohool age on the reserve 
and out of this nuMber 21 were in attendamoe, 14 boys and 
7 girls. During the previous week the attendance had 
been as high as 39 and not lower than 30. The falling off 
was due to many of the parents having left for Namilton 
with their families to engage in berry picking. 

It is not necessary to make .any remarks on the 
building. There is seating acoormodation for all the 
children of sohool age. Before the desks are placed in the 
new schoolhouse they should be revarnished. They have a 
good supply of books, maps, eto., of whioh good care seems 
to be taken, The room vas very clean and tidy andthe 
children were neatly olad. 

The teacher, ur. Snider, is a married man. He 
holds a second-class non=professidnal certificate and a 
Model School diplema. I spent part of beth the forenoon 
and after noon in the olass room and was fairly well pleased 
with the work being done. One feature is commendable; that 
is the attention paid to Nature study. I had the pleasure 
of listening to a lesson on "The Rose", taught with the 
flower before the pupils. This was a combined observation 
and language lesson, the children being required te express 


their observations in complete sentenoes, whioh were then 


written on the board. If Mr. Snider is retained in the 
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position he expressed his willingness to conduct a garden 
in oonneotion with the school next summer, which is something 
the Department has been trying to encourage in its schools 
for some time past. The writing and drawing 6f the pupils 
were good and a brief examination of their reading, arith~ 
metic and geography showed that these subjects were not 
being negleotede.e Of course, allovanoe has to be made for 
the four and one-half months the school was closed and the 
short time Mr, Snider has been in attendanoe. 
The usual diffidenoce of Indian pupils was very 
marked in this sohool. It is a most difficult matter«to 
get thm to speak distinctly and loud enough to be heard, 
Some suggestions in this respect were offered the Teacher. 
In regard to discipline Mr. Snider's work would bear kmyrove- 
ment. In his efforts to obtain the confidence and good 
will of the children he has allowed them, in my opinion, 
too much latitude, Naturally timid, they did not, I was 
given to underetand, take very kindly to a male teacher, 
For some time the teachers in this sohool have been ladies. 
One can appreciate the difficulty of Mr. Snider's position; 
on the other hand he appears to have been too lenient, and 
seemed 

it is a hard matter to correct the evil. He upguuzaat to 
be quite conscious of the defect, to which his attention 
was called, and I hope to see an improvement in this respeot. 

MI. Snider has so far, on account of boarding some 
two miles from the school, taken no interest in the home 
life of the Indians, The importance of this work was impressd 


upon him, and, should the Department retain his services, 
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I think he oan be relied upon, when he takes up his 
residence near the reserve, to make an effort to 
interest the parents in the education of their ohildren, 
and in this respeot there is apparently a field for his 
laboure. 

He impressed me as being enthusiastic and energetio. 
He is a man evidently imbued with the missionary spirit 
and in work of this kind activity in that direction may 
more than counterbalance any deficiencies in his oapabilities 
and methods as a teacher, provided he exeroises a proper 
control of the school~room,. 

In this connection I think the regulations 
should, if possible, be enforced on this reserve. The 
sohool is centrally situated, and there is no reason why 
nearly all the children should not receive the benefits 
of theeduoation offered. As one of the Indians said to 
me, "With a $3000 schoolhouse and a high salaried teacher, 
the parents should be compelled te send their ohildren to 
sohool". The same view was expressed by the Beoretary 
of the Council. It may be that Mr. Snider's efforts m&kk 
and work among the parents will produce good results and 
that the existing indifference will to some degree at least 
jisappear. 

On the whole I am of opinion that the Department 
could not do better than engage Mr. Snider as teacher of 


this school on the terms already offered.

and leads the Department to think that you have lost pract=- 
ically all interest in the work. 

On May 4th, last, you were informed that the 
Department would continue your services at the rate of §500,00 
per annum, but, unless the next report shows a decided 
improvement in reference to discipline and Class-room Work,

the salary of Mr. Pengelley, teacher of the Moraviantow 
Indian School, be increased from $500.00 to $600.00 per 
annum, Mr, Pengelley's application was not approved at 
that time, In a recent communication he states that he 
must again ask for an increase and you will find herewith 
a letter from the Agent, Mr. Beattie, enclosing a resolation 
from the Moraviantown Council that the teacher's salary 
be increased to $600.00. 

In the previous memorandum reference was made 
to the very favourable reports of the Public School In- 
gpector. Mr, McKay has just returned from a visit to 
this reserve and he states that there is marked improve- 
ment in the school generally. The enrolment has reached 
95 per cent of the children of school age on the reserve, 
with an average attendance of 57 per cent. Mr. Pengelley 
is popular with the parents and pupils, which is a great 


consideration, as popular and efficient teachers for 
Indian 
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Indian schools are rare, It would be greatly to the advan 
tage of the school to retain his services, which can only 
be done by paying him a liberal salary. Conditions are 
such on the reserve that Mr, Pengelley has to walk a mile 
and a half to the nearest white farmer's home, where he 
obtains his board, The former teacher, who proved himself 
a failure after two years trial, received the same amount 
as Mr, Pengelley. 

The Moravians appreciate Mr. Pengelley's services 
and can well afford to pay the increased salary. In view 
of their resolution and the excellent results obtained as 
shown by the reports received I would again recommend that

Mr, Gillard's " success" is hard to estimate, Out of 64 eligible 
pupils, a mere 11 choose to come to school, Mr.Gillard's own 
explanation is,- " They say I'm only a kid and aint got no 
influence over thom, 

The number of children of school age is large- 64 and the 
one opportunity to influence them for good and mould their 
characters is in providing a teacher with strong individuality and 
moral foree.- a person of experience, maturity and sense of 
responsibility, But here we have an innocent harmless young man, 
whose personality and influence are nil, and instead of being able 
to hold the school together and impart some degree of enthusiasm to 
his pupils, he merely accppts such as choose to coke and spends his 
time teaching them. Though a well meaning young man, Mr Gillard 
is not the kond of teacher, who should be chosen for suvh a 
school, He does not appear to be taken seriously by the people on 
the reserve, though he does his best according to his light. The 
Inspector should be consulted in the selection of a teacher for this 
school,It will take a lenge time to overtake what the children are 
now losing, with 11 present and 53 absent.

The school is never in a cleanly state. The walls of the 
school rooms and every part of the building is dirty. The basement 
of the building is in » very untidy and dirty condition. The closets 
for both sexes are in an intolerable and unsanitary condition. 


Notwithstanding that the council has repeatedly pointed out 
to the janitor the improper condifion of the pbuilding and the grounds 
and his neglect of duty the official stil” continues to allow things 
to go on as they have been for sometime past. I would respectfully 
solicit on behalf of myself as chief and the council of the band that 
an official of the department come to the Moraviantown school] and 
investigate it. Shorld you determine to send and inspector or official 
to examine the condition of affairs I would suggest that no notice 
be given before hand of the official's visit as the janitor on being 
made aware of the approaching visit takes care to have the grounds snd 
school in a good condition. 


The council has repeatedly objected to him for his carelessness 
and neglect of his duty, but he pays no attention to our objections or 
requests. The council by resolution has dismissed him from the office, 
but he continues to disregard the notice of dismissal and holds the 
office. 


I wonld resrectfully request that the Indian department 
officially dismiss him and have its agent see that the request of the 
department is carried out.

Dear Sir:- 


Your letter is before me approving the appoint- 
ment of Mr. H. L. Leeson as teacher of this school, at a 
salary of five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. This is 
$100 leas than my latest information led me to believe the 
previous teacher was receiving from the Department. Without 
giving any assurance that the amount would be the same I, of 
course, informed Mr. Leeson that the salary now being paid 
was $600. I further understood that the Local Council had 
paid Mr-e Gardiner an additional $100 per annum on account of 
especial instruction in agriculture which wes carried on in 
connection with the school, and intended to take up the 
question of the possible continuance of this grant on behalf 
of Mr. Leeson. 

With the one exception of teaching experience I 
have every reason to believe that Mr. Leeson'’s qualifications 
are equal to those of the previous teacher. On this account 
I beg to express the hope that the Department's statement as 
to the reduction of the salary at this point is not final. 
Owing to the very great difficulty which has been experienced 


in securing a male teacher for this school, I hope that it 
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will be possible at least to make Mr. Leeson a conditional 
offer at the same rate of salary ae that peid to the 
previous teacher. I would suggest that the lower figure 
apply only if he resigns from the position, or his services 
ere found unsatisfactory within six months, but thet in case 
of hie continuance for the full year the rate of $600 should 
apply. 

I am today notifying Mr. Leeson of his appoint- 
ment at a salary of $500, and on receipt of his reply will 
at once inform the Department as to whether he accepts the 
position at that figure.

Dear Sir:- 

You will recall our correspondence touching the 
salary of the teacher, Mr. H. L. Leeson, at the Moravian- 
town Indian Day School. I negotiated with Mr. Leeson on 
the assumption that the salary paid would be the same ag 
that received by the former teacher, namel $600. When word 
came from the Department that on account of the applicant's 
lack of experience the salary would be reduced to $500, Mr. 
Leeson hesitated about accepting the position. On further 
representations the Department agreed to engage him at a 
minimum rate of $500, and the assurance that if he rendered 
satisfactory service the question might again be raised of 
returning to the figure paid to the former teacher. 

Some time ag net Mr. Leeson, who told me that the 
Inspector, I G had visited his school and ex- 
preseed himself as pleased with the results being 
attained. I do not know whether the report of Inspector 
Colles has yet reached the Department. If it should prove 
satisfactory I beg to express the hope that the Department 
will give favorable consideration to paying Mr. Leeeon at 
the rate of $600 per annum.

in almost every direction, I think we are particularly

After receiving the notice of Miss McoNaught's 
appointment as teacher of this school, and before Mr. 
Mathers left for Christian Island, I received word from 
Miss MoNaught that she had been taken ill and would not 
be able to proceed to Moraviantown for perhaps a month. 

Firet of all I asked Mr. Mathers to defer his 
departure and endeavored to secure temporary supply. At 
the suggestion of some of his friende at Moraviantown, I 
wired to Mr. H. L. Leeson, who taught thie school last 
year but wae then in Manitoba, Just at that time Mr. 
Leeson arrived from the West rather unexpectedly and after 
some delay has consented to eupply the school for the pres-~ 
ent at least.

Moraviantewa, Thies action is now reported in the hope that 


it will be satiefactory to the Department. 
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Mr. Leeson's engagement must be subject to the re- 
quirémente of the Military Service Act. For most of the 
time since he came of military age Mr. Leeson was unable to 
enlist because of the effects of an accident. Although 
ouite recovered from this he has recently been classified 
by the medical examiners as unfit for combatant service.

Many times I have felt the need of heip but could not afford 
to get any at the salary 0 haves beencgetting.

town. Mr. Mathers ,/ ‘s the Missionary Teacher there, has ac- 
cepted an invitation to Mion United Church, Brantford, and wants 
to be released from h duties at Moraviantown on the lst of March 


He proposes that his wife - who is a graduate of Victoria Col- 
lege and holds a permanent Specialist's Certificate in Household 
Science and High School Assistant's Certificate (also permanent) - 
take charge of the school until a successor can be secured. 


Mr. Knechtel, who remlered such fine service at Moraviantown 
for two years, could take charge on the llth of April. He is now 
in attendance at College in Kingston and will be through his exam- 
inations by the date named. I understami that the Indians would 
be delighted to have Mr. Knechtel succeed Mr. Mathers, but he can- 
not do so until April llth. 


I have urged the Brantford people to wait until then for Mr. 
Mathers, but they seem reluctant to do so. We have had extensive 
correspondence about the matter - also personal interviews - and up 
to the present I have been unyielding in the matter of Mr. Mathers 
leaving Moraviantown before Mr. Knechtel is ready to succeed him. 

I am taking it for granted that it would be satisfactory to the 

Department to have Mr. Knechtel take charge of the school at Mora- 
Lantown in April and continue until summer holidays. Am I correct 
n this? 

Now, what I write about today is this. - Would the Department 
consent to having Mrs. Mathers act as School Teacher on the Moravian- 
town Reserve fran the lst of March until the llth of April? I do 
not press the matter, but simply state the case ani will leave it 
with you to consent, or otherwise, as you may be disposed to do. If 
you do not consent, I will use my utmost endeavor to have Mr.Mathers 
remain until Mr. Knechtel is free.

b i t he has been indiscreet. He states that only upon two 
occasions in one week did he ve the young wonan referred to a ride 
in his car and that he had no wrong intention in the matter. 


He says he discussed the whole matter with Mr. Emerson Snake, 
the Indian who made the report to Mr. Stone and says that Mr. Snake 
without full consideration advised Mr. Stone to write to mee When Mr. 
Snake returned home that day and after more careful consi 
wrote Mr. Stone to defer writine to me for the present, 
letter was already on its ways When Mr. Stone intimated his letter 
to me that he had not advis the Department ndian Affairs in the 
matter, I ote him stating that I appreciated his courtesy in writing 
me as he had done, but was not e but that he ought to report the 
facts as he understood them to e Department at Ottawa. I appreciate 
the fact that Mr. Stone should have communicated with you before writ- 
ing to me, but I presume that he did not think the matter as serious 
as the Indians made it out to be and thought it would be tw tter not to 

* give any publicity to ite 


My personal judgment is that the Indians have beer unduly sus- 
picious and Mr. Stone has been guilty of nothing more than indiscretion, - 
if even that could be said about him, - and I think it would be well 
for the Department to allow him to remain at Moraviantown as I am zuite 
sure he will be very careful in the future. Any report I hav f him 
is to the effect that he is a very fine young man and I wou be sorry 
to see any reflection cast upon his character. If I had any suspicion 
that he had been guilty of wrong doing I would ask for his resignation 
and nominate anoth r position which he holds, but under the 
circumstances I think it is j s well to let the matter dro;

One is, the Ceiling in the school is 
matched lumber, and if this is only @ single 
matched ceiling with no under boarding or paper 
between it, it ie very hard to keep heat in the 
Building. 


There are also Luvar Windows, that is 
Slated Windows in pediments,to the att&c. If these 
windows have no doors or glass in them for the winter, 
the cold air is teeming into the attic all the time, 
and it ig most impossible to heat the building or 
keep it heated. Also, see how conditions are around 
the cornice in attic. 


If all the above conditions are in good 
ordér so as to make the ceiling and attic wind-proof, 
a smaller sized furnace could be used, which would 
cost + Twenty dollars less.

"The school ground is an acre in extent and 
is planted around with maple trees on three sides and

The school needs painting, especially the 
school-room and the woodwork outside.

I have your letter of the 16th instant, with 
reference to the repairs required to the Moraviantown 
Indian Day School building and furnishing an estimate of 
their cost. 


In reply I have to say that you may arrange to 
have the plaster on the inside repaired and any necessary 
repairs made to the outside of the building. All outside 
woodwork should be given two coats of paint. It is noted 
that you estimate the cost of having all inside work 
required, including plastering and two coats of paint, to 
be $90 and that the outside painting and carpenter work 
would cost approximately $85, these amounts to include 
labour and material. Please have all this work carried 
out before the school re-opens after the present summer 
holidays. You may arrange for the purchase of all material 
required, after obtaining competitive prices, and for the 
labour, or you may give the work to a contractor - he to 
supply all material and labour. However, you should see 
that a good grade of paint, etc., is used. 


After the work is completed, you should forward a 
properly certified voucher, in duplicate, covering the 
expenditure incurred. The Department will expect you to 
see that all work is completed to your satisfaction.

A common work-table, 22 ft. x 4 ft. is needed for the 
Primer and Kindergarten work, and a supply of kindergarten 
materials. 


"we need in the window frames, 8 inch wide, 
deflectors to prevent direct draft when the sashes are 
raised (Mr. Scott's idea and all right). 


"The closets are old, cheaply made and unsanitary 
in principle. These closets should not have been removed out 
into the play-grounds. 


"This is a handsome upstanding brick building on an 
excellent site, well planted with trees.
